tradesmon’s profits on the goods sold 
to their members, but also vote graute 
of money for educational purposer, aud 
Jond money for the purchase of houses, 
‘Theso svcioties Lave largely helped to 
inorease the wellbeing of great 
number of the operatives. There 
also in Oldbam a umber of j 
stock mills, the shares of which a 
toa limited exteut held by workmen. 
‘These concerns are not conducted 
the co-operative principle, bat their 
working has lad the effect of placing 
the operatives on au equality with the 
proprietors so far as control of wages 
goos. ‘The London Correspondent 
of tho Bombay Gazette ia a candidate 
for the representation of Oldham in the 
uext Parliament, aud may be presumed 
to have made himself acquainted with 
the co-operative movement in the town. 
He aays that one of its results lias been, 
by the publication of accounts, to make 
the working mau as good a jadgo as 
the mill owners of the actual state of 
trade from oue-lalf year to another;

We hoar that the Treaty between Russia 
and Goren has, ag our Correspondent ays, 
capsized. Mr. Speyer, tho first Secrotary 
of the Russian Legation in Tokio, | 
turned to Japan. ‘The Corean King has 
disavowed and repudiated the Troaty made 
in Viadivostock in January 1886, refuses 
to allow his army or gendarmerie to be 
drilled by Russians, reverts to the Chinese 
suzerainty, aud will cultivate good relations 
with Japan and England, 

‘We hear fromtheNorth that M. Patendtro 
is likely to be replaced ero long by an emi- 
nent Freuch gentleman whose experience 
of Chineso mattera and popularity with 
Chinese officials render. him oxcoptionally 
fitted for the post of Minister at Peking, 

Letters from Peking say that Sir Robort 
Hart is expected to move over to the 
British Legation almost immediately. But 
ho can scarcely do this before his place as 
Tuspeotor-General is filled. And while 
mentioning thie point, we may remark that 
the reported possible appointment of Dr, 
Martin has been received here with general 
scepticism. Probably the report is not 
true, sooing that Dr. Martin, admirable 
Crichton as he is, has not had any business 
experience. But at the same time it must 
be remembered that promotion to civil 
offices in Chi ded ontirely by liter- 
ary attainments, and not by any special 
aptitude on the part of the aspirant ; be- 
sides which, Dr. Martin is known to have 
boon the confidential advisor of the Tsung. 
1i Yamén on questions of international Jaw 
for years past, It is perfectly possible, 
therefore, even if not probable, that ho has 
hhad the refusal of the Inspectorship. 

A Correspondent writes us from the

‘THE FRENCH IN TONQUIN. 
‘Tas Treaty recently coucladed between 
Frauce aud Chiua at Tieutsin leaves 
the former couutry in peaceful and 
undisturbed possession of Annam as 
far as the Chinese Government is con- 
*oerned. But this does not imply th 
the French will fiud Aunam at all 
suggestive of a bed of roses, or that 
any solid benefite will acorae to them 
in'the near fature from the conquest 
that they have achieved, Already wo 
ave heard o! unforeseen aud as far 
‘aa we oan judge wholly unprovoked 
attack baving been made upon them 
at Hué, and although the attacking 
foroe was repulsed the French General 
deemed it advisable to procure reiuforce- 
monts in case of the trouble being 
repented, It las been hinted in eome 
quarters that for this attack the 
Obinese Goverumont must have 
or at least may have been, responsible. 
Of this, howover, there is wot the 
slightest possible proof, aud uo gronud 
ists as far as ont information goss 
picion of the sort, We 
negotiating with M. Pa. 
tevdtre at Tieutsin the Imperial Com. 
imissiouers acted with the most perfect 


























good faith, and bavo no reason whatever 
for suspecting that China las been 
intriguing since, At the same time 





there are two considerations whioh it is 
a8 well not to overlook. China, baving 
formally renounced all preteusious to 
interfere in the affaire of Anuam, cannot 
of course prevent the Aunamese from 
Agsumi attitude towards the 
Fronoh if they are illeadvised enough 
to doo. China may even view such 
demonstrations with secret satisfaotion ; 
but-as long as no instigation takes 
place from Peking no onuse of com- 
plaint ou the part of the Freuch 
thorities can exist, aud it is noth 
France or avy otber Power what China 
may or may not think.

many cases simply impossible for the 
Central Government to exercise due 
control over those of its representatives 
who are stationed in the remoter pro- 
viuces, aud events may consequently 
happen through either the negligence or 
the porvorsity of persons so situated that 
- the Goverument itself would be the first 
to reprobate and condemn, Now weall 
know the undisguised anger aud disgust 
with which news of the conclusion of 
peace with France was received by the 
Viceroy of the Yiiu-kuei proviuess, 
by P'ug Yii-lin, aud by other officers

It is de- 
plorable that a gentleman of Mr. 
O'Conor’s idiosynorasies should have 
been in power at such a juncture. He 
has been described to ua by a Corres- 
pondeut familiar with the British Lega- 
tion as ultra-official, aud thinking that 
ing belongs to him but la haute 
politique,—which, however, he does not 
understand, ‘his did no harm as long 
ag Sie Harry Parkes dominated him, 
aud saw that practical matters in which 
merchants were interested received their 
duo and propor attention. Bat it is 
different now, and commercial aud per- 
soual interests are considered rather 
beneath his notice, If this is just oriti- 
oism, it goes far to explain the singular 
aud complete way in which Mr. O’Couor 
has allowed himself to be misused in 
the Mixed Court affair, aud agrees 
with the general estimate of his charac- 
tor here, Mr, O’Cunor has not rushed 
upon his fate unwarned. Giving him 
fall oredit for feeling the burden of his 
youth aud inexperience, we some weeks 
ago counsolled him to rely upon the 
advice of those who were his seuiors in 
both years aud service, and to do 
nothing rash, “If Me. O’Conor is 
wise,” we wrote, “he will pause before 
he takes any step involving @ sacrifice 
of our rights aud diguities;” aud we 
further assured im that if Le were 80 
ill-advised as to atrike the flag, he 
would have cause to rue his action 
bitterly, Well, he has struck the 
flag, aud it remains to be seen what 
the consequences will be. We can 
only reflect, with sat 
that a etrong and able man will 
in a short time put an end to all this 
blandering, and direct our affairs in 
Peking with a firm hand. Bat is it 
absolutely necessary for Sir Robert 
Hart to remain passive until the actaal 
arrival of Lis oredentials? We may 
be permitted to express a hope that, 
recognising the gravity of the situation, 
he will step into the breach, and pre- 
vout the misobiof from going auy fur- 
ther. As the matter stands, the present 
holder of the British Assessorship is to 
be removed in about three weeks, Such 
is Uke compact made by Mr. O’Conor 
on the demand of the Tsung-li Yaméu. 
We trust that Sir Robert Hart will upset 
this arrangement, and insist upon there 
being no change whatever until the 
whole affair las been laid before the Mar- 
quis of Salisbury, supposing he finds that 
it has gone too far to be rectified in the 
usual course of diplomacy. Aud, in the 
meantime, we strongly urge that formal 
notice be taken of the situation by the 
public. When we think of the issues 
that are at stake: of the ulter power- 
Iessuess of any Assessor who, under 
the ciroumetanoes, replaces Mr. Giles :

THE LIABILITIES OF SHAREBUYERS. 
Tue legal proceedings which are thren- 
tened against the past aud present 
shareholders in a local company are 
greatly exercising the miuds of many 
persous. What is happening in that case 
may oceur to many who hold or have 
held shares in any of the unlimited 
companies in Shanghai which fall into 
difficulties. Creditors require to be paid, 
and are perfectly justified in seeking 
to recover their moneys from all upon 
whom the law gives them a claim. We 
believe there are many persons who, 
baving sold their shares some timo 
ago, granting blauk transfers, aud not 
them: that any 
transfer of the shares was made from 
their name iu the books of the com- 
pany, uow find thewselves not better 
off than the shareholders who held 




















their shares to the last. The whole 
matter is not of any great cou- 
sequence, aud at the worst little 


harm can be done.

ited compavies bas arison, People 
signed blauk transfers for the 
shares they gold in these, have been 
inquiring if theie names have beon re- 
moved from the Registers of Sharebold- 
Aud it would be well if the pre- 
seut nucasiness resulted in an ond being 
put to the practice of signing blank 
transfers, which is eo general in Shang- 
hai, ‘The seller who gives these lias 10 
security whatever that the shares he 
‘has sold will be transferred to another 
uame. He may for months continue 
respousible for the debts of a company 
in which he las ceased to have any 
pecuniary interest, He doos uot think 
of offering any opposition to the policy 
of Directors though he may disapprove 
of it, because he Las sold his shares, 
aud takes it for granted that they 
now stand in another person’s name. 
Yet so general is the practice here of 
ng blank transfers, that when. 
ever it is not absolutely necessary that 
the uame of the buyer shull be disclosed 
in the transfer, we understand that the 
other course is seldom adopted. Pro- 
bably there are a good uumber of peo- 
ple in Shanghai aud elsewhere iu China 
who are still liable as shareholders in 
companies in which they ceased to 
have any interest many months ago. 
Apart from the injary which may arise 
to existing Joint Stock Companies, 
































Whioh are not registered wuder any of 





the Companies’ Acts, what is now 
threatened to some shareholdera cannot, 
fail to make people very averse to in- 
terest themselves iu new concerns of a 
similar legal nature, And as it is quite 
certain that it will be by Joint Stook 
euterprizes that foreigners in China 
will carry out a great part of the 
development of trade and commerce 
it we hope to eee began before 
long, it is very desirable that Joint 
Stock Companies in Shanghai should 

legally registered bere. ‘The 
efforts which were made a few years 
ago to obtain this facility were an- 
ful, because the home authori- 
lies feared that complications might 
arise from shareholders in compauies 
formed here being of other than English 
nationality, It was also said that as com- 
panies could be registered in Hongkong 
under the Colonial Ordinances, ther 
was no use in extending similar fuoil 
to this port, Bat if diffisulties might 
arise from an extension of the Com. 
panies Acts to Shanghai, because come 
shareholders here would not be Huglish- 
men, the same difficultios will preseut 
themselves if loon! companies are regis 
tored in Loudon or Hongkong. I'he legal 
authorities in Hongkong Lave offered 
no objections to companies being r 
tered there under the Limited Liability 
Ordinan id some of our local cou- 
cerns are about to take advantage of 
this privilege. But needless delay aud 
some expense will thereby be incurred, 
and it would be much better, and pro- 
bably safer, if » department for the 
Registration of Jvint Stock Companies 
was added to our Supreme Court. It 
may be discovered some day that it is 
necessary for Companies registored in 
Hongkong to have directors there, who 
will simply draw fees, and will have 
nothing to do with the management 
of the concerns they represent, But 
there are already enough of the guiuea- 
pig gouns in Hongkong without our 
doing what may increase their numbere. 













































A PLEASANT SPOT. 
Tusne is a spot in Shanghai, the bis- 
tory of which, could it be written, would 


be found fall of curiosity and interest. 
It has a political history aud a natural 
history—particalarly the latter; it 
teems with life aud activity, aud is the 
object of attraction to scores aud huu- 
dreds of people. We should. not bo 
surprised to hear that the lovality was 
invested by the Chinese with some- 
thing of a supernatural character; aud 
certain it is that the very keenest 
interest appears to be manifested. in 
it by the observant of all classes, a 
little crowd of whom may be seen 
gathered in front of it ab any hour of 
the day, intently gazing into its myato- 
rious recesses. Our readers will al- 
ready have guessed what it is we are 
referring to. It is the Cathedral pond. 
Some fifteen years ago, when the 
new Trinity Church was just approach. 
ing completion, the -atteution of the 
Mauicipal Council was claimed by-the 
ourrenoy of some very foolish but very 
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damaging rumours with regard to cer- 
tain details of ite architecture. It wag 
believed by many enlightened disciples 
of Confucius that, in order to streng- 
then the foundations of the building, it 
had been found expedient to bury a 
number of coolies under the piles; a 
method the efficacy of which was be- 
yond dispute, for are not the Chinese 
themselves said to fortify bridges in 
the same way, and that with the most 
absolate success? Farther, that the 
neighbourhood of the dark pool, situated 
front of the church door, was Launt- 
ed by a demon with a black face, 
employed by the Municipal or ecclesins~ 
tical authorities, we forget which, to 
entrap the unwary wayfarer by night, 
and drown him in the water. Those 
of us who were in Shanghai at that 
time will remembor the excitement that 
prevailed: how tho church compound 
was filled with a half-terrified, balf- 
threatening ‘crowd : how the church 
vaults were thrown open for their in 
ection, aud how they were mostly 
& great deal too much frightened to 
venture in: how they insisted that there 
was the corpse of @ drowned man at 
the bottom of the uncanny pool: how 
the Ohnirman of the Municipal Council 
gave orders that the pond should be 
dragged in order to disprove their sus- 
picions, aud how a prominent citizen 
saved Shanghaifrom possibledestruction 
by scampering about a whole day to pre= 
vontso fatal a meneure frombeingoarried 
out, For, as it afterwards appeared, 
there actually was a dead man lying at 
the bottom of the pond ; and there was, 
too, a persounge who haunted the m: 
terious spot at night, whose appear. 
co more or less justified his reputa- 
tion of being @ blacksfaced demon, but 
who was iu reality nothing more alarm- 
ing than a Movila watchuav., The 
excitement therenpon Lappily subsided ; 
the Charoh pond was in course of time 
promoted to the dignity of a Cathedral 
pond, aud ever since it has ceased to be 
8 terror to the people, But it ling still 
invincible attraction for them, and 
invested with a certain glamour of 
superstitious romance, diffionlt perhaps 
to explain, but nevertheless very power. 
fal and real. Jost as Buddhist and 
‘Vaoist monasteries have their pools of 
sacred fish, 60 has the great red tomple 
of the Jesus sect; nothing could be 
more in harmony with association, The 
pool is surrounded by sloping banka, and 
shaded by trees and shrubs whose droop. 
ing brauches form harmouioas curves 
and impart an agreeable coolness to the 
water when the sun is hot. Judged 
from the standpoint of féng shui, the 
place is greatly to be admired ; while 
the undistarbedand Lappy life led by 
its innamerable denizen consonant 
with the purest teachings of Sakya 
Mouni. The pool teems and swarms 
with living creatures, all, apparently, 















































enjoying their existence to the bighest | i 


degree of their several capacities. The 
water is remarkable for ‘body,’ and 
ia therefore highly nutritious; and 
were it only rather clearer, the sight 








that would be disclosed would be curious 
in the extreme. So fall is it, that it is 
impossible to watch its surface for ten 
seconds without seeing it disturbed by 
the ponderous gambols of dozens of fat 
fish, while creatures of all sorts and sizes 
swim lazily about, or indulge in leaps 
and springs, or amuse themselves by 
turning their jaws into traps for 
the unwary flies that skim about the 
water. Now the Chinese take a quasi- 
philosophical interest in the gambols 
of fishes, and this is exemplified by 
a charmingly suggestive Pasange in the 
‘Aatomn Waters’ of 
that eecontric gonins sett himself 
and his apocryphal friond Huei-izii as 
leaning over @ river-bridge, and moral- 
ising upou the delight experienced by 
the gamesome minnows iu the olear 
depths below. The most remarkable 
feature of the Cathedral pond, bowever, 
is the enormous number of tortoises 
which live in it. The activity aud 
tameness of these creatures are as. 
tonishing to those whose notions of the 
testudinata are gathered from Asop’s 
fable, When tired of swimming about 
among the fish, they very sensibly crawl 
ashore, aud go out for a contemplative 
walk, In the evening they are met with 
in every part of the Cathedral compound, 
at a considerable distance from the pond; 
aud much care is necessary to avoid 
treading apon them. They are also very 
fond of climbing the trees which 
hang the water, the trunks of which 
are occasionally covered with tortoises 
basking contentedly in the sun; then, 
they throw thomsolves off their perch 
into the cool depths of the pond ag 
but will soon come senmpering ashor: 
with ontatre!ched necks and mild, intelli. 
gent faces, eager for soraps of bread or 
any other food, and crowding round 
their visitors for all the world like do, 
or chickens, or any other domesti 
creatares, ‘Uhe regard paid to tortoises 
by the Chinese is of course well known. 
They aro looked upon as supernatural 
creatures, a Divine Tortoise having 
revealed to the fabled Sage or Emperor 
the mysteries of the Eight Diagrams, 
and the tortoise being the form in which 
a cortain River God is usually depicted. 
It is not, however, as divine crea- 
tures that the tortoises in the Cathedral 
pond are interesting. Frolicking and 
racing hither and thither, on the best 
of terms with their finny friends, now 
floating in the cool water and now 
contemplating natare from among the 
leafy branches of a tree, they appear to 
us more as types of absolate content 
aud happiness, and, as such, the embodi- 
mente of true wisdom. Ouco upon a 
time, as a certain Chinese philosopher 
, two officers of State came 
and offered him a high post under 
Government. The philosopher did not 
even take the trouble to turn Lis bead. 
“T have heard,” he replied, “that there 
ine Tortoise that has been dead 
for three thousand years, yet which i 
atill preserved in a State Temple and 
receives divine honours, Well, now : 
is this tortoise worthier of reverence 







































































now that it ie nothing but an empty 
shell, or was it worthier when it was 
alive, aud bad its tail wagging after it 
through the mud?” ‘The officers de- 
cided in favour of the latter alternative. 
“Then begone!” said the philosopher. 
“T prefer to remain free to go through 
life easily, like that tortoise. I want 
none of your honours.” Aud we fancy 
that our frisky friends in the Cathe. 
dral pond lead a very much happier 
and more philosophical life than many 
of the superior persons who stop and 
watch thom playing.

But ia China really so bad? Is it without 
literature to please, or historical changes 
to chronicle? The Chinese, it may be 
replied, whatever they may lack, have 
abundauce of poetry ; and among their 
literary compositions in prose are 
various successful efforts to record the 
thoughts of imaginative mon when in- 
fluenced by tho literary afflatus, In 
the ‘lang dyuasty Hau-yéi and Lia 
Teung-yuen were the shining stars of 
theiv time, aud in the Sang dynasty 
Hein and Sa Taug-po were 
admired. Rhythmus is a main 
point in the writings of these men, It 
is seen in the parallel structure of sen- 
tences and the carefalattention bestowed 
on the order of thought with a view to 
making it strictly nataral. ‘Thos Lin 
Tsung-yuen says Cheng-wang gave n 
Yenfy branch of the Wa-tung tree to 
his little brother, and jokingly said, “I 
invest you with a barony, and this 
branch is your ruling sceptre.”

It is said that just as they were talking 
about the peace recently concluded bo- 
tween this country and France, an Imperial 
Edict appeared in the Peking Gazette an- 
nouneing the truce, and saying that the 
French had “ sued” for peace. Members 
of some of the foreign Legations politely 
inquired of the honourable members of the 
‘Faung-li Yamén in what way the French had 
“faued” for peace, to which the distinguished 
Yaméu could give no anawer, The Bupress 
heard of the trouble, aud inquired who the 
author of the Edict was, or who had com- 

josed the piece, and was informed that it 

ad emanated from the noble pen of Yen 
Ching-ming, President of the Board of 
Revenue; on which His Excellency You 
was ordered up befyge the Imperial pre- 




















sence and severely reprimanded. After 
the truce was concluded, Yen memorialized 
‘Throneto disband the troops immediate- 
he Throne sent orders to Tso Chung- 
and Chang Chih-tung, stationed re- 
spectively at Foochow aud Cauton, to this 
effect ; but those oficials memorialized that 
such a proceeding, vefore actual peace was 
concluded, would be ruin, should the pro- 
posed peace not be carried out.

The Rev. G. Smith aud the Rev. T. 
McClatchie were seut to China by the 
Church Missionary Society in 1844, and 
reached Hongkong on the 25th September, 
After some time spout in a visit to Canton, 
Mr. McClatchio left for Shanghai on the 
20th February, 1845, and occupied on the 
passage exactly the time now required for 
a voyage from Shanghai to England. Six 
weeks were spout in beating up against 
the monsoon, and by a delay at Chusan, 
ng on the 11th April, 1845 the young 
inary was cordially welcomed by: Dr.

FATAL ACCIDENT ON A STEAM TUG. 


Abont 11 o'clock on the morning of 
the 14th instant, an explosion, attended 
with fatal consequences, occurred 01 
board Messrs. Butterfiold & Swire’s 
stean launch Zug. ‘The launch was close 
to the Praya near the City Hall, aud 
was going astern at the time, when the 
exhaust pipe burat and filled the engine- 
room with steam, killing the No. 1 engineer, 
Chung Asu, severely scalding another, and 
more or less injuring four other firemen 
on board. As none of those on board 
attempted to dy auything, the lauueh 
backe 
men left her, jumping on’ to the wall, 
bringing the engineer who was killed with 
them. As soon as the report of the accident 
reached tho Central Station, ambulances 
ut down to the Praya and the most 
seriously injured man was sent to the Go- 
vernment Civil Hospitel, and the engineer 
who was killed was removed in a dead box 
to the Mortuary. As soon as the launch 
reached the Prays, all the crew deserted 
her, aud it is probable that some further 
accident would have occurred had it uot 
beou fur the presence-of-mind of two meu- 
of-war’s men, Robert Carlson aud Thomas 
Flagherty, who jumped on board the de- 
serted launch, at considerable risk, stopped 
the engines, drew the fires, and let off the 
steam.
